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EDITORIAL NOTES 


BrusH Away THE CoBwess! 
ALL OF US HAVE MET THE INDIVIDUAL whose mental outlook and 
social life revolve about one idea—his hobby. He is merciless to a 
listener. Without a sense of proportion and lacking in humor he is 
referred to as a bore. 

We have no concern with his kind but would greet rather those 
who never intrude themselves and who never fail in tactful under- 
standing of the right of others to have personal interests different 
from their own. 

We all have our longings—yearnings to go-on furlough or to 
shift our power belt to another motor. We welcome the hour when 
we may shed our professional garments or lay down our tools. Our 
contractual or “in-duty-bound” labors being at an end, we switch our 
minds to personal preferences, to indulge in those things that satisfy 
our inner life, the duty to and enjoyment of our physical selves—all 
of which may be of little interest to others but essential in our happy 
sense of human rights and balanced outlook. We must occasionally 
get away from our own shadow, our self-concentration and our local 
loyalties—to think, to breathe, to widen our sympathies. Thereby 
we shall arrive at a tolerant understanding of life and living things 
and renew our strength from sources where affection and truth are 
the satisfactions rather than material, conventional winnings. 

The hours when we indulge in our “hobbies,” be the latter those of 
physical exuberance or adventures of the mind, will not only help us 
in keeping usefully alive but eventually in the days of retrospect give 
us a grateful feeling that we have “lived.” —A. S. in Library Service, 
March, 1930. 
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THE PUBLICATIONS OF THE LEAGUE OF NaTIONs have been difficult 
to use in public libraries. To obviate the difficulties a Key to the 
League of nations documents placed on public sale 1920-1929 has 
been made by Marie J. Carroll, Chief of the Reference Service on 
International Affairs, World Peace Foundation Library. The Key is 
a large book, 714 by 934 inches, bound in cloth. It costs ten dollars 
from the World Peace Foundation in Boston. In the foreword Mr. 
T. P. Sevensma, Librarian of the League of Nations library, says, 
“The elaboration of this useful book, announced as a simple ‘Key,’ 
will not only meet the needs of American librarians, but it will enable 
my American colleagues to furnish a first rate service commensurate 
with the strong and noteworthy interest taken by American students 
in international affairs. In this way the work will contribute its part 
to international understanding and to the high ideals of the League of 
Nations.” 


THE COMMITTEE ON LIBRARY EXTENSION has a limited supply of a

Library service for everybody is a 
sixteen-page pamphlet written by Miss Merrill as the Chairman of 
Library Extension for the National Congress of Parents and 
Teachers, 1201 Sixteenth Street, N. Y., Washington, D. C. It is 
published and distributed by them, free to their own membership and 
for ten cents to non-members. 


Tue HistoricaL Association (of Great Britain) in conjunction 
with the Imperial Studies Committee of the Royal Empire Society 
has prepared a Select list of books relating to the history of the 
British empire overseas, suitable for the use of schools and students. 
It is edited by Professor A. P. Newton and includes some American 
works. Canadian libraries especially may be interested. The list may 
be obtained from the Royal Society, Northumberland Avenue, Lon- 
don, W. C. 2.

Tue Booklist is INDEBTED TO A SUBSCRIBER for the following infor- 
mation about Dr. Joseph Collins’s book, Jnsomnia; how to combat it, 
entered in the May Booklist, page 301. She writes, “In 1912 Dr. 
Collins published through the Sturgis and Walton Company ‘Sleep 
and the sleepless; simple rules for overcoming insomnia.’ In 1926 
this book was issued by the Macmillan Company, the two books being 
duplicated throughout. The book now issued . . . is slightly re- 
written but with small additions. The chapter headings in some cases 
are exactly the same. In others the wording is different, but the 
thought exactly the same.” 

The book evidently should have been entered in the edition list. The 
publishers, in response to a protest by the librarian, wrote her that they 
did not know until after publication that practically the same material 
had appeared under a different title.

WHY SHOULD ONE READ Poetry? That seems to me a good deal like asking: 
Why should one eat? One eats because one has to, to support life, but every time 
one sits down to dinner one does not say, “I must eat this meal so that I may not 
die.”” On the contrary, we eat because we are hungry, and so eating appears to us 
as a pleasant and desirable thing to do. 

The necessity for poetry is one of the most fundamental traits of the human 
race. But naturally we do not take that into account, any more than we take 
into account that dinner, and the next day again, dinner, is the condition of our 
remaining alive. Without poetry the soul and heart of man starves and dies. 
The only difference between them is that all men know, if they turn their minds 
to it, that without food they would die, and comparatively few people know that 
without poetry they would die.

IF SOMETHING HAS BEEN HINTED OF THE STIR created by Last Poems, the com- 
plete wonder attached to Housman has not yet been suggested. Housman is a 
poet of barely a hundred published poems. Yet with so small a quantity of verse 
he has influenced strongly a whole generation of younger poets. There is a com- 
pelling insistence of simplicity and sincerity about his poems. His first volume 
was the expression of a revolt, conscious or unconscious, against Victorian 


elaboration. In uncomplicated meters, in the language of everyday life, he ex- 
pressed the elemental themes of love and death. In contrast to a prevailing com- 
placent religious faith in the essential goodness of the universe, he voiced a 
philosophy of clear-eyed and brave acceptance of evil and death.
